W a s h i n g t o n , A p r i l

of clvll-serviee reform nil i intl in an at­ 
tack upon the law in the House while 
that body was lucommilt -e >f the whole 
on the legislative appropriai on hill. Mr. 
Cummtnsrs of New York bd tho fight. 
When <ue clause appropriating salaries 
for the civil-service commission was 
reached he raised the point that the 
clause should not be in the bill for the 
reason that the commission was neither 
legislative, executive, nor judicial. 
He 
assailed the commission in bitter lan­ 
guage, but his point was overruled. 
Mr. Dorsey of Nebraska moved to re­ 
duce the number of commissioners from 
three to one. Ile thought that one com­ 
missioner was enough to carry on this 
little bureau of the government. 
The 
amendment was ruled out. 
Mr. Perkins of Kansas offered an 
amendment exempting ex-soldiers from 
the p r o v i s i o n s of the civil-service law. 
He had not much sympathy with the 
present law ami the methods and man 
ner of its execution. This amendment 
was lost. 
Mr. Honk cf T nnessee moved to 
strikeout the entire danse. He attacked 
the law and its a {ministration, declar­ 
ing that tlie commission was under in 
dlctment aud that no appropriation 
should be made until the committee 
charged with its investigation made its 
report. 
He was followed in a similar 
vein by Mr. Biggs of California. 
Mr. Cheadle of Indiana was opposed 
to the whole theory of civil-service re­ 
form. 
1 Mr. Hopkins of Illinois said that in 
making this motion the gentleman from 
Tennessee (Mr. Houk) was out of joint 
with the sentiment of his party, as ex­ 
pressed in the national platform. 
Mr. Dunnell of Minnesota believed 
that the government departments were 
not equal in efficiency to the depart­ 
ments of eight years ago. 
Under tho 
civil service law the Intelligent men did 
not enter the service. 
It was the dudes 
th at were going in under the present 
system. 
Mr. Hill of Illinois characterized the 
motion to strike out the appropriation 
as an effort to do by indirection what 
neither of the great political parties had 
had the desire or courage to do openly. 
Mr. Henderson of Iowa said that civil- 
service reform had come to stay, and the 
political party that deserted it would not 
stay in power and ought not. 
It was 
not true that this administration had 
not enforced the law. 
Benjamin Harri­ 
son, with the integrity that no party 
could dislodge, with the courage that 
never yielded In any battle, had en­ 
forced the law, and was enforcing it, 
“ and that’s what is the matter with the 
boys. 
If he had failed to enforce it 
there would not be so much kicking on 
the back seats.” 
Continuing he said: 
“ I don’t want to go back to the old 
spoils system. 
I want to get further 
away from It. 
I don’t want to become a 
lackey fo r th e spoils system .” 
Mr. McKinley of Ohio earnestly op­ 
posed the motion to strike out the ap­ 
propriation. 
His only regret wa; that 
the appropriation committee did not 
give to the civil-service commission all 
the appproprls-tlon it asked for the en­ 
largement of the civil-service. 
If the 
Republican party of this country was 
pledged to one single thing more than 
another it was the maintenance of the 
civil service law. 
Every national plat 
form of the Republican party for the 
last twelve years had declared for the 
continuance and enlargement 
of the 
paerit system. 
It was not only accord­ 
ing to the tenets of the Republican par­ 
ty, but according to the best sentiments 
of the Republiban party throughout the 
United States, 
Aye, more; it was sus­ 
tained by the best sentiment of the 
whole country. Republicans and Demo­ 
crats alike, and there was not a man on 
the floor that did not know that there 
was not a party in the country, Demo­ 
crat or Republican, that had the cour­ 
age to repeal tho law. 
Mr. Buttcrworth indorsed every word 
his 
colleague 
had 
said. 
Nothing 
■mocked of monarchical forms as much 
as tho spoils system; that tho mon stood 
here, not the representatives of the peo­ 
ple, but representatives of political bum 
mers, who become stronger than free, 
Intelligent men. 
Members expected to 
retain thir places, not upheld by the 
virtue and intelligence of tho constitu­ 
ency they represented, but by gather 
Ing retainers, packing conventions, and 
using all agencies thereunto appertain­ 
ing. The Republican party had gone 
out of power on that issue, 
It was in 
power to-day because it had passed the 
civil-service law and had indorsed the 
merit system. 
The motion to strike out was lost—fit 
to 120.

DID HE MURDER CLAYTON? 


A llentow n, Pa., April 25.—At 0:30 
this morning fire was discovered in tho 
dye-house of the Unicorn silk mill at 
Catasaqua. 
The flames spread with re­ 
markable activity and soon enveloped 
the 
entire building, which was de­ 
stroyed, together with 
machinery, a 
quantity of fine silks, plushes, ribbons, 
etc. 
The loss is estimated at 8250,<M)0 to 
8300,000. 
Many employes had already gathered 
In the mill to begin work. Of these. 
John Cooper, Charles Frick, and John 
Tottejeaxl, an Italian, lost their lives In 
trying to escape and about thirty-five 
more were injured. Three or four may 
die. 
Some of the injured were taken to 
St. Luke's hospital at Bethlehem. 
The 
cause of the fire is unknown. 
L atki:—Instead of only six people 
losing their lives, double that number 
perished, and over fifty others employed 
in the place were injured. 
The fire 
broke out in the dye-house and spread 
with such rapidity to the main structure 
that it was impossible for the hundreds 
who were employed at the works to es­ 
cape without injury. 
All of the expensive machinery In tho 
building and a large quantity of silks, 
ribbons, plushes, ete.. were destroyed, 
and the loss will reach 8300,000. 
While the firemen were working hard 
to subdue the flames an explosion of 
vitriol and acid took place, and before 
the firemen could escape several of their 
number were injured by flying debris.

U nde Sam'* Wa.* V eneli to Be Sent to 
Protect America’* Industries, 
W a s h in g t o n , April 25.—Secretaries 
Blaine and Windom have had several 
consultations on the subject of protec­ 
tion of American interests in the Beh­ 
ring sea, but so far as Is known have 
not yet decided upon any definite plan 
of action. 
There are at present however, no in 
durations that the policy of this ad­ 
ministration as regards the seal fisheries 
will differ on any material point from 
that of Its predecessors. 
The revenue steamers Bear and Rush 
are now being fitted out at San Fran 
cisco for their annual cruise in the 
Alaskan waters. 
The former will start 
north about May I and the latter about 
June I. The Bear will earry provisions, 
•tc., for the men who were left at Point 
Barrow refuge station last summer. 
‘ The fish commission steamer Albatross 
will also soil north from San Fran­ 
cisco about May I, specially charged 
with the enforcement of the law pro­ 
hibiting the erection of the dams, bar­ 
ricades, or other obstruction In the 
rivers of Alaska with the purpose of pre­ 
venting the ascent of the salmon or anad­ 
romous species to their spawning-ground. 
Instructions to the revenue officers have 
not yet been issued, bnt it Is expected that 
they will be ready in a few days. 
The 
Instructions will probably recognize the 
same jurisdiction of the United States 
over Behring sea as in the past.

Mr. Hancock was a graduate of the 
Harvard law school and has resided for 
the last sixteen years in Chicago, but 
had been staying for the last seven 
months with his niece in Brookline. 
He was 80 years old and a bachelor.

How to Dress Calves. 
Calves from three to six weeks old 
and weighing 
a!>out 
ono hundred 
pounds, or say from eighty to one 
hundred and twenty pounds, are the 
most desirable weights for shipment to 
tho Chicago market. Tho head should 
be cut out. so as to leave tho hide of 
tho head on tho skin. 
Tho legs 
should bo cut oil at tho Ic lice joint 
Tho entrails should all bo romoved, 
excepting tho kidnoys; liver, lights, 
and heart should bo taken out. 
Cut 
the carcass 
open 
from the neck 
through tho entire length—-from head 
to bum-gut. 
If this is dono they are 
not so apt to sour and spoil during hat 
weather. 
Don’t wash tho carcass out J 
with water, but wipe out with dry 
cloth.

What is a mercantile “discount?” 
VV hen a merchant bays goods of a 
wholesaler in the great city, he be­ 
caps s reduction or 'discount1 from 
the bill, of from 5 to 25 per cent., 
according to the kind of goods he is 
baying and the margin oi profit 
there is in them—i f h e p a y s c a s h 
d o w n . 
If he cannot pay cash down but 
remits in IO days, he receives almost 
as much discount; if he pay not (ill 
30 days, he receives still Ie sis dis- 
count, and if he pay not till 60 days 
he reoeives none. So the thriving 
merchant discounts every bill as it 
comes. Bat to do so he must have 
ready cash, and he can get it only as 
he receives it from customers, or as 
he loans it to himself as working 
Capital. If all paid cash, they woald 
furnish the merchant the ready mon* 
ey to take every discount; and jest 
so far as they do not pay cash, in 
just so far they compel the mer­ 
chant to advance himself the money 
to pay bis Jbills, which money he 
could pat out at interest, and earn 
6/ 7 or 8 per cent, on the loan. 
We have now gone to the a-b-c of 
explanation of the discount business 
and why all merchants desire to 
change credit custom to cash trade. 
While it woald be simple j u s t i c e , 
yet they can not have two prices— 
one for oredit and a lower one for 
cash; this would Lead to ill-will, they 
mo&t name the same price to all 
alike, and then, not as a gift; or a 
present, bat simply beoanse it is de­ 
served, they can make a favoring 
discrimination to the cash buyer. 
Some of your merchants have 
made large purchases and special 
contracts far the great Encyclopaedia 
Britannica, and propose to give to 
each cash hayer this work. 
They 
do not pretend to be “giving some­ 
thing for nothing” —such a state­ 
ment woald be false on its face; they 
are simply paying back to each cus­ 
tomer h i s s h a r e of the discounts, in 
commodity bought three times 


n illin g or D rilling. 
I 


O b the same acreage a larger crop 
of any kind of cultivated crop can 
be grown by planting in hills rather 
than in drills. 
But as clean cultiva­ 
tion is necessary to secure a good 
growth and yield, the cost of cultiva­ 
tion must be considered in determin­ 
ing the profits. That is, in an aver- I 
age soil, it is more expensive to give 
clean cultivation with drill plant-! 
ing than with hill, and the principal 
question to determine is whether the 
better yield secured will pay for the 1 
additional cost 
Planted in hills near­ 
ly or quite all the cultivation can be 
given with the team and cultivators, 
but in drills in a majority of cases ic 
will be necessary to use the hoe to a 
more or less extent and this increases 
the coat 
The amount *of hoeing that 
will be necessary depends largely up­ 
on the condition of the soil. 
If the 
soil is in good tilth before planting the 
seed 90 that the harrow can be used 
early in cultivating so that the weeds 
can be destroyed before they make a 
fair start and then if care is taken in 
working the cultivator close to the 
plants the work of keeping clean can 
be materially reduced. 
A soil that is foul with weeds is 
much more difficult to give clean culti­ 
vation than is a less weedy soil. 
Often new ground can be planted in 
drills and very good cultivation be 
given with very little hoeing and a 
good growth and yield be secured. 
Potatoes, cane and beans at least 
should be planted in drills, and it will 
be better to hoe two or three times rath­ 
er than to plant in hills, but with corn 
as a rule, in what may be termed aver­ 
age ground, the more economical plan 
will be to plant in hills so that the 
cultivation qan be given both ways, 
then lf care is taken at the start to 
work close to the plants the weeds can 
be kept down. 
It is not necessary to 
stir the soil deep but it i9 very import­ 
ant that the soil should be stirred 
thoroughly, kept clean and mellow, 
and the better this is done the better 
will be the results secured. 
Plant in 
drills lf the condition of the soil will 
admit, but in hills rather than allow 
the weeds to get too good a start 


Th* Oil-Stoa*. 
Every farmer needs an oil-stone, 
whether he has a shop or only a box 
of tools. Most men who do any wood­ 
work have sucn a stone, but the way 
in which it is treated makes it nearly 
useless. 
Reform is easy. 
Get some 
glycerine—a common grade will do— 
and, if a half pound or a pound is 
bought at a time, it will not be costly. 
Its first use will be to clean off the 
stone and get rid of the gum. 
When 
the stone is ready for use, the glycer­ 
ine is always to be employed instead 
of oil on the stone. 
This improves 
the cutting. The glycerine does not 
dry up. Even though the stone is 
laid away for months, there will be no 
hard gum or dirt on the surface, 
lf 
dusty, it can be washed off with water. 
Another advantage is that the glycer­ 
ine may be used with either oil or 
water. If it is lacking, water can be 
used for a time without harm. 
Nor 
will its use prevent a return to glycer­ 
ine or oil if it is ever necessary to use 
the latter.

The 
white guinea is a very fine layer of 
very rich flavored eggs. 
As layers 
they almost rival Leghorns. 
They be­ 
gin early in the spring and contiue un­ 
til late in the fall, until many of the 
hens have stopped. 
The eggs require 
about four weeks to hatch. 
The young 
are hardy and easily raised if given 
the required attention. 
The flesh of 
the white guinea, unlike that of its 
speckled relation, is very tender and 
toothsome. 
As a table fowl they come 
nearer the wild game birds than any 
of our domes.tio fowls. 
The scarlet- 
trimmed heads, and beautiful snow 
white plumage attract many admirers. 
The white guinea grows rapidly, and 
for broilers excel young chickens, 
and farmers who want to raise some­ 
thing pretty as well as toothsome 
would do well to raise a flock of these 
pretty little birds. 


Cur* for Gaps*. 
Gapes are caused by a little red and 
white worm, some of them an inch 
long, in the windpipe. 
In the morning catch all tho gapey 
chicks. Then take a blue grass straw, 
strip the seed off, leave the sprangles 
about half an inch long, then with the 
fingers bend them back toward the 
larger end of the straw to make it 
enter more readily, and mash the point 
between the teeth if blunt 
Then a 
boy or girl takes the chick firmly in 
their right hand, sets in on their' 
knees, and with their right takes it 
by the too of the head and stretches 
it well up. The operator then takes a 
pin and places back of tho tongue and 
draws the wind pipe up. placing his 
left thumb firmly on the pin, he twists 
the straw well down the windpipe 
and continues to twist as he draws it 
out. 
If he should fail to bring any oi 
the worms, and sees the chick sneeze 
loosley let it go, it will expel them itself 
as you have loosened their hold. 
Any practical man or woman will 
see the idea at once, and soon get to 
like it and look forward to the time to 
relieve the little sufferers. Grass should 
be 
gathered 
in 
the 
summer 
and hung up for use in early spring 
before it heads out. 


W ork la rn Sw am p, 
The farmer who has a muck swamp 
on his farm has a mine of wealth. 
Every ton of pure swamp muck, that 
consists of decayed vegetable matter 
free from sand, is worth from one to 
three dollars per ton as it lies on the 
bank after having been dug two or 
three months and drained. 
It con­ 
tains from one and a half to three per 
cent of nitrogen, inert and insoluble, 
it is true, but made easily available by 
judicious treatment. At the price of 
inert nitrogen in fertilizers that con­ 
tained in a ton of good muck is worth 
from two to six dollars, counting the 
price at ten cents per pound. Thous­ 
ands of farmers buy nitrogen in fer­ 
tilizers at nearly double this prize, 
when by making compost of the muck 
they may get from twenty to sixty 
pounds of available 
nitrogen from 
every ton of it Tho winter season is 
the best time for working in a swamp, 
making drains, and getting out the 
muck. 


Coal-Auh**. 
While it is true that chemists tell 
us that the ashes from hard coal con­ 
tain scarcely an appreciable amount 
of potash or other material likely to 
promote the growth of plants, still, 
there are practical gardeners who think 
they are worth saving as a fertilizer. 
The best way to determine their value 
is to make a few experiments in your 
own garden or field. 
Sift out the 
coarse coal and clinkers, and then 
scatter the ashes over different spots 
in your garden, marking each so that 
in planting you will know just where 
the ashes have been applied. 
Now, 
let your rows of peas, beans, or other 
kinds of plants, cross these spots where 
the ashes were spread, and then you 
can determine whether or not they 
have any effect on growth. 
It is not 
at all difficult for every cultivator of 
the soil to settle such questions for 
himself. 


Country C ontin’* H ob House. 
Wild Bill: To give you a propet 
understanding I will say that my 
chicken house is thirty-two feet long, 
twelve feet wide, and nine feet high 
at the eaves. 
I put up studding for a 
partition, cutting off six feet at one 
end, arranging the studding to admit 
an eight inch box between each stud; 
nail on each side of the studding an 
inch board. 
Make your boxes sixteen 
inches long, eight inches wide and 
seven inches high. Nail a strip across 
the top at one end six inches wide. 
Now set the box in between the stud­ 
ding. the open end in the hen house. 
When you want to set your hen. re­ 
verse the nest, or box, and she will 
be in the hall out of the way of the 
other hens. 
All the eggs can be 
gathered from the hall which is always 
clean. 
Cholera is indigestion. 
My pre­ 
ventative is to feed whole grain re­ 
gularly. 
Never over feed; give plenty 
of gravel,, and sand, burnt clam shells, 
and pure water. 
Where chickens 
have been kept for a long time they 
use up all available material and their 
needs must be supplied.

Young chicks should he kept warm 
at night, a chill means early death. 
Don't neglect them. 
As an ornamental fowl the white 
faced Black Spanish stands next in 
rank to the Polish. 
They are stylish 
looking fowls and very attractive and 
lay well throughout the season. 
We 
do not consider themas hardy as some 
other fowIs, yet they can stand con- 
siderable rough weather and have good 
records as winter layers in mild cli 
mates. The Spanish, Polish and Ham­ 
burg rank about toe table. 
Incubator-hatohed chicks do not re­ 
quire food until twenty-fou? hours after 
they are hatched. Keep them In a 
comfortable warm brooder away from 
light or drafts.

D airy Mot**. 
At this season of the year feed the 
cows all they can take care of. 
There is something wrong at one 
end of the line when a grower of a 
cow has to “break" her to milk. 
Don't let the cows wade or stand 
around all day in the mud. They are 
better indoors, especially if you give 
them a brushing once a day. 
Speak kindly to the heifer with her 
first calf. 
Don't strike her if she 
offers to kick. Be gentle and give her 
to understand you are her friend. 
The Michigan Farmer says: 
When 
you kick a cow. just pause and think 
that you are kicking dollars out of 
your pocket; and when you pound her 
with a stool that you are robbing youi 
wife and children of the necessaries oI 
life, and you probably won't do it. 
With corn at 20 to 23 cents po: 
bushel we do not think there is noui> 
ishment enough in the cobs to maks 
it pay to have them ground when the 
cost of grinding is 5 cents per bushel, 
unless there was a lack of coarse fod­ 
der at hand and it was desirable to use 
the corn, cob and all, rather than feed 
clear corn meaL 
The cow usually stands and chew! 
her cud until she gets tired, and thai 
she lies down and chews her cud, 
All 
cows chew the cud, some more, some 
less, according as they have more or 
less cud to chew. The poorly fed cow, 
says the Jersey Bulletin, seems to chew 
harder and faster, as if trying te 
squeeze the last morsel of nutriment 
out of the lfttle she has. 
Too much care cannot be paid to 
the diet of a young calf. There should 
be no guess work about the quantity 
of milk, or its temperature. 
A quart 
cup and a thermometer are needed un­ 
less a careful hand is attending to the 
calf during the first four of five weeks 
of his lUe. 
Milk at a temperature of 
120 degreos is better than given at 60 
degrees, and too little milk is better 
than to give a pint more than can be 
digested. 
The ‘’lump-jaw" question continues 
to be a subject of excited discussion at 
the stock yards of Chicago.

commission firms on account of the 
very rigid character of the inspection, 
while others think it is none too severe.

Chickens like ground

bones, as well as cracked corn.

and indispensible around a poultry 
coop. 
Ground bone can either ne fed! 
with soft food or alone, they will eat it 
In any food, and it is one of the articles 
of diet suited to them.
